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Meeting  the  Non-Academic  Needs 
Of  College  Students 


Knowing  what  career  they 
want,  whether  or  not  they’re 
suited  to  it,  and  how  to  go  about 
preparing  for  it  are  among  the 
concerns  of  today’s  students 
whether  they  are  18,  30  or  50. 
That’s  what  the  staff  of  the 
student  services  office  at  Avila 
finds.  And  that  is  one  of  the 
areas  student  services  tackles 
with  its  career  education  counsel- 
ing under  the  guidance  of  Jay 
Bopp,  Counseling  Center  Coordi- 
nator. 

If  you  equate  the  term  counsel- 
ing with  therapeutics  only,  then 
you  are  not  aware  of  the  many 
areas  encompassed  by  counsel- 
ing today.  In  addition  to  the 
personal  counseling  available, 
there  is  educational  and  academ- 
ic counseling,  and  group  coun- 
seling where  students  can  in- 
crease awareness  of  their  feel- 
ings and  behavior  and  gain 
insight  into  others’  attitudes,  val- 
ues and  emotions.  Special  coun- 
seling groups  take  up  concerns 
such  as  decision-making,  effec- 
tive studying,  grades,  anxiety 
and  so  on.  The  activities  in  the 
center  are  broad  and  variable  to 
reflect  students’  needs  and  con- 
cerns. 

Health  Services 

The  physical  health  of  students 
is  also  a priority  of  student  ser- 
vices. Nurse  Judy  Gemeinhardt 
provides  immediate  health  care 
for  both  students  and  faculty, 
referring  necessary  cases  to  one

services  in  health  and  counseling  to  stu- 
dents as  part  of  the  college  program 
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of  the  college’s  two  local  physi- 
cians. Preventive  health  programs 
on  subjects  such  as  obesity, 
nutrition  and  first  aid  will  be  part 
of  next  year’s  services. 

Spiritual  Health 

Campus  Ministry,  under  the 
guidance  of  Sr.  Ruth  Stuckel, 
provides  for  the  spiritual  life  of 
the  students  with  the  college 
chaplain  by  sponsoring  Bible 
study,  prayer  groups,  Protestant 
worship  services,  film  series, 
speakers  and  discussions  with 
other  campus  departments,  serv- 
ices to  the  community  and 
periods  of  reflection  and  sharing. 
Mass  is  scheduled  at  noon 
several  times  during  the  week, 
and  the  liturgy  is  often  prepared 
by  special  groups  on  campus. 
Campus  Ministry’s  plans  for  next 
year  include  extended  coopera- 
tive programming  with  academic 
departments. 

Residence  Hall  Life 

Many  students  are  finding  it  a 
greater  advantage  than  ever  to 
live  on  campus  as  the  residence 
hall  life  means  more  today  than 
merely  a place  to  sleep  and 
study.  Learning  sociai  responsi- 
bility skills  is  an  important  part 
of  hall  life.  In  addition,  new  pro- 
grams to  integrate  formal  learn- 
ing with  real  life  have  been  initi- 
ated. These  include  opportunities 
for  interaction  with  faculty  in 
discussions  carrying  classroom 
theories  over  into  everyday  situ- 
ations. 


Just  Fun 

Certainly  students  need  time  to 
just  relax.  For  that  time  student 
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services  offers  clubs,  sports,  a 
game  room,  dances,  concerts 
and  other  activities.  Next  season 
the  women  will  compete  in  inter- 
collegiate basketball,  volleyball 
and  tennis.  Men  will  have  inter- 
collegiate basketball  and  tennis. 
Intramural  sports  programs  will 
be  offered  as  well. 

Growth  in  Services 

The  greatest  growth  in  student 
services  has  come  since  the 
appointment  of  Lynn  Cupkie  as 
Dean  of  Students  two  years  ago. 
His  goal  of  helping  to  provide  the 
best  kind  of  learning  environment 
for  students  includes  the  areas  of 
social  responsibility  and  personal 
development  which  he  feels  the 
student  services  program  can 
facilitate.  Because  of  the  new 
developments  in  student  services 
students  are  not  only  finding 
there  is  more  “to  do”  on  campus 
these  days,  but  also  that  there 
are  more  programs  and  services 
available  to  help  them  develop 
into  mature,  responsible,  happy 
individuals.
